Editor's Mailbox 


Dear Sir: 

Because of the rapid escala- 
tion of property taxes through- 
out the state, especially in our 
northern area, there has been 
much discussion regarding cha- 
nges in financing our schools 
which consumes 70 or 80% of 
our property tax assessment 

Several proposals have been 
introduced in the legislature. 
Last week Governor Milliken 
unveiled another one. | have 
received many inquiries as to its 
contents. | would ike to take 


this opportunity to outline for 


woud 


this proposal ‘would do if i enact- 
ed into law. 

The proposal does not affect 
the distribution of money to 
schools. It 1s designed to oe a 
property tax relief plan for out- 
state school districts. 

The plan is a combination of 
two concepts. One is the idea of 
dividing residential and agricul- 
tural property from business 
property classifications. The 
second would allow voters of 
local districts to choose an 
option of a tocal income tax or 
the property tax as the base of 
financing suiuuis. Following 
are the major conditions of the 
proposal: 

1. A constitutional amend- 
ment is proposed that will allow 
taxation of different classes of 
property. This is required to 
allow individuals to trade an 
Income tax increase for a 
property tax decrease, without 
affecting commercial. industri- 
al. timber cutover and ullity 
property. 

2. Local schoo! voters will be 
given the opportunity to vote on 
adopting a 2 percent increase in 
the state income tax in trade for 
a 22 mill reduction in their 
property tax bill. 

3. The schoo! district voters 
can place thts plan on the ballot 
by petition of 5 percent of the 
electors, or by resolution of the 
school board. 

4 If voters approve the trade. 
the state would add 2? percent 
onto the tax liability of income 
taxpayers within the district. 
The individual's property tax bill 
would be reduced by 22 mills. 

5. The local schoo! district is 
guaranteed the same yield that 
th sould 12 29 


they wo 
were not levied. In this way. 
school aid formuia is not affect- 
ed. 

6. Local voters could increase 
local tax levies for school 
Operating and debt purposes as 
they have done in the past. 

7. Rental property with four or 
more rental units are considered 
business property. Renters are 
quaranteed a total {ax rebate on 
the 2 percent tax increase. 

8. Business taxes are not 
affected. They are excluded 


from “the 2 percent income tax. 
andy 


would continue to be taxed 


on property at the 22 mill fevel. 

It should be noted that this 
plan is totally at the option of 
the voters of the local districts. 
In this way, it will allow voters 
to assess their Own circum- 
stances as to whether or not the 
trade of 2 percent on the per- 
sonal income tax for 22 mills 
reduction would benefit their 
situation. 

It is clear that low income - 
high assessed valuation home- 
owners stand to benefit from 
the proposal. This 1s particular- 
ty true for rural, northern school

JUVENILES AND JUVENILE COURT 

Crime statistics seem to strongly indicate that more and more 
serious crimes are being committed by younger people. The 
numbey. of serious crimes committed by juveniles in this country 
has been growing drastically each year for the past ten years. It now 
appears in same jurisdictions that juveniles are committing more 
than one-half of the total crimes committed. 

in iiCiiigair, a juvenile is considered to be any indiviaual under 
seventeen years of age. These juvenile offenders are not brought to - 
justice before adult criminal courts, but rather handled in a special 
court which is a branch of the Probate Court system. 

While nearly seventy percent of the matters referred to Juvenile 
Court come from the police departments or other public and 
probate agencies, individuals, including parents who may be 
having problems with their children, refer juveniles to the jurisdic- 


tion of the Juvenile Court. Approximately twenty percent of the 
referrals come from the schon! system. 

Normally, if the referring individual or public or private agency 
cannot deal with the juvenile, or if a crime has been committed, an 
application for a petition is fited and the Court immediately 
conducts a cursory preliminary inquiry to determine whether further 
action is required based upon the application. It it appears from the 
initial preliminary inquiry that the Juvenile Court should become 
involved, the Court will then authorize the petition formally and the 
case worker wili be assigned. An interview between the case worker 
and the parents will be arranged; at this Interview the parent and the 
child will be provided with the Summons notifying ihem of the !ater 
court date. The case worker will also advise them of their rights. 
The case worker may obtain a social history of the child but only 
with the consent of the parents, child and the attorney, if an 
attorney has been retained or appointed. 

At the first court hearing before the Juvenite Court, the parents 
and the child will be given the opportunity to make requests and 
ask questions; such as demand for jury, request for an attorney, 
etc. If the parents and tne child deny the allegations contained in 
the application for petition then a contested hearing (trial) date will 
be set. Subsequently, a trial is conducted and if the petition is 
sustained, the Court will impose sanctions, usually something 
other than incarceration, to be determined in the Judge’s opinion 
by what constitutes “the best interests of the child”. 

If the type of crime is serious or if a pattern of recitivism 
appears evident, the Prosecuting Attorney may elect ts request the 
Juvenile Court Judge to have the matter waived io the Jurisdiction 
of the adult court. The Juvenile Judge will then grant a hearing to 
determine if ihe interests of thé youngster and the public will be 
served best by granting a waiver of ivrisdiction to the criminal court 
or by trying the juvenile in the Juvenile Court. If the matter is 
waived to Circuit Court, normal criminal penalties may be imposed 
upon a finding of guilt, 

Obviously, the Juvenile Court Judge has a great deal of power 
with reference to handting youthful offenders. Unless the Judge 
deals fairly and effectively with the children, society can expect 
that these offenders will graduate to more serious crimes against 
Innocent members of the community.
